“ Horse Guards, S.W., Sept. 19, 1869. 
“From circumstances which have recently occurred, the 
General Commanding-in-Chief has reason to believe that the 
officers of the army generally entertain very inadequate im- 
pressions on the subject of arrest. 
therefore. deems it necessary, for their guidance and informa- 
tion, to define the meaning of an officer being in arrest, which 
to all imtents and purpuses is that he is a prisoner. 
é“ An officer is placed in arrest for some offence imputed to 
him, and he remains so until his case has been decided upon 


by competent authority. 


“An officer in close arrest is not allowed to leave his 
quarters or tent. If he be in arrest at large, he may be per- 
mitted by superior authority to take exercise within defined 
limits—viz., not beyond the barracks, or, if in camp, not 
beyond the quarter guard, and then only at stated periods ; 
but he cannot dine at his own or any other mess, nor can he 
appear at any place of amusement or public resort, and he is 
on no pretext to quit his room or tent, dressed otherwise than

or impression of the subject. Mr. Fox Talbot discovereg 
this property of gelatine, combined with bichromate of 
potass, many years ago, “and it has been adopted in the 
production of what is ealled photographic carbon 
prints.” Only lately has it been discovered by him to 
engrave and indelibly fix into the copperplate this 
evanescent image, which he does as follows : he sprink!es 
over the surface of the plate and image some finely 
powdered gum copal very thinly and evenly, and heats 
the plate over a spirit lamp to melt the coating which 
will adhere to it. If an acid be-applied to this plate 
it will act on the soluble portions of the coating, and 
raise it and corrode the plate, the insoluble por ions 
resistiug its action, and all being covered with 
divided gum copal: the acid acting between 
atom preserves the half tone, and produces a fine 
divided acquatint ground suitable for printing from. 

The acid used for this purpose is perchloride of iron, 
And it may not be out-of place to announce another im. 
portant discovery just made with the perchloride of 
iron—namely, if a polished copper plate be made per. 
fectly clean, and covered with a weak solution 
of perchloride of iron, washed again in water and dried 
| place un it as before the subject to be copied, and ex. 
pose it to the sun’s rays; in a very short time all the 
portions of the plate acted on by the solar beams wil 
be changed black, the half tone and graduation of shade 
being represented by different depths of bronze colour, 
making a pleasing picture. This process will be inya. 
luable to the engraver, enabling him to dispc nse with the 
transferring of his drawing to wax grounds placed on 
the copper plates. By means of this process he will 
not only have his outlime but the detail, with nothing 
between the copper and his graver to reproduce those 
exquisite productions, the work of the pencil of nature. 

It is to me singular that, 20 years ago---namely, the 
20th September, 1839---I should be engaged in an- 
nouncing, through the medium of the Belfast News.

camera. He wanders through the peaceful vales of 
Switzerland, and over many a battle field, sketching 
the crumbling palaces of the mighty Casars and. the 
splendid structures of modern times---the statuary of 
Greece and Rome--the barren mountain and the 
verdant plain---the swarth Nubian and the fair inhabl- 
tant of Western Europe; and they, too, by 
unerring pencil of nature, with a truthfulness 
that the most accomplished draughtsman can never 
hope to rival; and, engraved by the  photoglyph 
process, their reproduction by printing will be enhanced 
one-thousand fold for illustration ani distribution. What 
effects this marvellous invention will produce on the 
education of mankind in the next twenty years can be 
estimated by the results already accomplished. 
its means we will be enabled to see more of the world 
in an hour, and at our own fireside, than vers of
